At 
iho Juno term of court following lio mado an 
application for his discharge, and an order 
was made out for bis discharge on his assign- 
ing all of his property, which bo refused to 
dp. A brother of the prisoner wont to Jton- 
ticello two yoiira ago and offered to pay tbo 
judgment and tako him bnek to his Lome, but 
Augustus llntly refused, saying that he liked 
tho place and tho society, and, besides, 
'•he was not Koing to submit to imposition 
by paying the judgment," Several attempts 
to get tho board ot supervisors to pay tho 
judgment wore innde, rather than allow him 
to remain a charge upon the count}-, but it 
was ascertained that tho only way to get rid 
ot Tyler was through spoeiul .legislation.
